It was 
the ultimatem of a despotism carried in- 
to the most trivial affairs of life and ron- 
dered eus, by a church organization, 
than which nothing could’ be more com- 
plete for that or any ‘other purpose. 
Nothing, which it was to the interest, | 
pecuniary or politient, of the chief of the 
church to prevent, cecaped attention and 
insolent interference. 

Was it the wish of the Man of Tithings 
to control the produce markets, he 
atraightw ay called his council together, 
all subject to his absolute will, and made 
his purpose known.
